It is a m atter of public record that 
efforts have been made in Texas and 
elsewhere, reinforced by sinster po­ 
litical support to stir up opposition to

would cost money to the cotton grow­ 
er. 
I submit to the cotton growers of 
Texas and the South the issue raised

Dozens of presidents since 
that time have gone to an extreme. 
I.) doing so, they have taken senti- 
mcnt away 
♦’rom the 
players 
and 
made them go about their work as if 
,t were a cold blooded business prop­ 
osition. 
“ What baseball needs is the right 
for the players to tight 
for 
every 
point so long as they do not delay th 
game. When they do so, tlie fans will 
tight with them and go to the games 
because their feelings are aroused. I 
sooner would fine a player for visit­ 
ing on the field 
with 
an 
opposing 
player 
than 
for 
‘charging’ 
when 
aroused over some close decision. The 
public must have its illusions while 
games are in progress or Half of the 
pleasure is taken away. Players who 
vuit on the field destroy that illusion, 
“ Show me a club that has a scrap­ 
py manager and a hunch of fighting 
players dn a league that 
does 
not 
make aggressiveness a crime, and 
I 
will show you a club tHat is doing a 
paying business. Look back and see 
if the leagues that have passed into 
nothingness are not those which gave 
autocratic powers to the umpires and 
denied the fans that upon which their 
s e n t i m e n t s arc built. Umpires with 
chips on their shoulders, backed by 
presidents who were trying to mimic 
Ban Johnson, have

Maclay 
Hovne, 
state’s 
attorney that 
he 
would institute proceedings against 
the mayor if Governor Lowden and 
his legal advisers thought such ac­ 
tion justified. 
Meanwhile the peace delegates as­ 
sert the purpose of their assembling 
has been 
accomplished; that 
the 
skeleton of permanent organization 
has been established and that no im­ 
mediate sessions of the council are 
contemplated. 
Many 
of the

gates are said to be en route home. 
Unable to get into communication 
with Major 
General Carter, 
com­
